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THE VALUE OF THE SHOWROOM. 
HERI was a time when the plumber and 
heating man was considered a mechanic 
when he had little to sell, and that trom cata- 
log or by the specification of the architect. 

Today he is a business man—has a regularly 
equipped store, or should have, and is looked upon 
as a factor in present day civilization. 

The fitting up of a representative showroom, 
however, seems to be given the least consideration 
of any one factor in the building up of the business. 
Why 1s this: 

Of course, everything that’s salable can’t be 
shown. But there is the thought in the minds of 
the buyers that when they want something So-and- 
so is sure to have it, “for he keeps such a big dis- 
play.” 

The cost of a showroom is brought out as an 
excuse for its absence. But what is the use of do- 
ing business at all, if you are to do it without cost: 

setter go back to journey work to avoid the in 
vestment. 

The standing of many a master is judged by his 
showroom. Wouldn’t you, if you were going to 
buy a plumbing job, rather go to the man who had 
a display on his floor, than the one who invited you 
to inspect his catalogs? 


The advertising value of a showroom is so self- 





evident that 1t is strange that any man in the trad 
should overlook it. No matter what the location, 
the showroom and display window can be made 
profitable in the sale ot small stuff such as bath 
room supplies, etc. Many a man is paying his rent 
and clerk hire by this means alone and still the 
advertising goes On. 

This matter was given considerable attention by 
President Wm. J. Woolley in his annual report 
made betore the Indiana plumbers at Latavette this 
week. ‘Lhe arguments in tavor of a showroom are 
so conclusive as to admit of but one answer. It 
behooves every reader to go carefully through Mr 
\Woolley’s report in this issue 

there 1s no bank nor supply house that unde 
ordinary conditions will not be glad to advance 
money for fitting up a showroom. And there is no 
master plumber or fitter who will not admit that if 
such a showroom is conducted in a business-like 
way it will be productive of returns that fully jus 
tify the space and effort. 

but what about the competitor who has no show 
room; Can’t he get business at a less price? Thess 
are the questions vou naturally ask. 

Hlow about your own purchases’ Don’t you 
prefer to go to the prosperous merchant, or at least 
the one who appears prosperous? Wouldn’t vou 
rather see what you are buying than to be told 
about it? 

Go into this matter with the idea of putting your 
business right before the public. If your location 
will not admit of a showroom, there are other loca 
tions that will. Perhaps the rent will be greater, 
but what of that? What difference if the cost is 
more, when the results are better? 

There’s one easy way to get around the competi 
tion of the fellow without a showroom, and that ts 
to lead him such a merry chase in progressive bust 
ness-building methods that he will be forced to do 
the same or get out of the game

The radiator valves used on the flow to hot water radi- 

ators in the early days of hot water heating were the valve. The ordinary valve has a hexagon shaped packin: 
regular type of ground seat steam radiator valve with a nut around the stem at the top requiring that it be fille: 
screw stem which required from twelve to twentv move- with wicking or other packing to make it tight and whic! 
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when it is dried out, frequently allows the valve to leak 
around the stem. There can now be had a packless quick 
opening valve which remains absolutely tight around the 
stem under every condition of use. There are a number 
of varieties of these valves of recognized merit, one type 
of which we illustrate by Figure 1

In Canada, and also in some European countries, it 
has long been a custom to tap radiators for the flow and 
return connection at the bottom of the same end. The 
advantages of this method—the avoidance of cutting or 
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tearing up of tloors, the ease of making radiator connec 


tions and the saving in fittings and labor,—have been

recognized and the fact that the single end connection 
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improves the circulation has been noted; this has resulted

A good feature of this valve is that it is so constructed 
that the ground joint unions for flow and return connec 
tions may be set at any angle to receive piping from any 
direction.

omy. The coupling is made of steam metal and nickel 
to correspond with the radiator valve. 

A cast iron fitting which accomplishes approximat 
the same saving as the above coupling is known as 
Phelps Single End Tee, a sectional view of which, 
gether with nipple connections, is shown by Figur: 

A short piece of pipe extends through the fitting and 1s 
screwed into the small end of it from the inside. 1 
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forms the circulatine tube through which the hot watet 


enters the radiator, the return circulation entering the 
chamber of the tee around the circulating tu 
into the return pipe through the side opening of the 
tee at which point the return riser 1s connected. The 
application of this fitting 1s better illustrated by Figure 
10, which shows a radiator connected to the piping sys 
tem, the tee being employed in making the connection. 

While it 1s our belief that the coming years will wit 
ness a still greater improvement in methods ot hot water 
heating, we also believe that history will chronicle the 
first fifteen years of the present century as being the 
period during which hot water heating was brought to its 
highest standard of efficiency in this and foreign coun 
tries; the present high standard being due to the employ- 
ment of many special fittings and appliances similar to 
those we have illustrated. 

Tremendous advances are being made in circulating 
steam and vapor at and below atmospheric pressure 
(which we shall later discuss), yet year by year we see 
hot water apparatus of the advanced type installed in 
larger and higher buildings and the possibilities of hot 
water heating are understood and appreciated better than 
ever, and will be many, many years before this method 
of warming will be superseded by any other

When the expansion tank of an open tank gravity hot 
water heating apparatus is connected by an expansion 
pipe to the return line in the basement at a point near the 
base of the boiler a greater temperature can be carried on 
the system without boiling than would be the case should 
the tank be connected from the return of one of the high- 
est radiators on the system. 

This is due to the fact that there is a slight pressure on 
the system in addition to that of the atmosphere when 
the expansion line is connected at the bottom of the 
system. The static head or pressure equals .4335 pounds 
for each foot in height that the water in the pipe and 
tank stands above the point of connection. 


SECTION OF HEATER BURSTS. 

Editor “Domestic Engineering’ The accompanying 
rough sketch, Fig. 1, shows the layout of a hot water 
tank and tank heater installed in a flat building in this 
city. When the heater was fired up, the fire pot section 
bursted, and the plumber was of the opinion that this

that the bursting was caused by faulty piping, the pipe 
becoming air-bound at the highest point, owing to the

the heater, and that this prevented relief for the air 
Kindly tell us what is wrong

In Fig. 1 we show the connections submitted. 

Certainly the connections as made are very awkward, 
and under the right conditions of pressure would result 
in air-lock at the high point, as suggested. However, 
we can hardly believe that this condition could result 
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in such a serious matter as the bursting of a section of 
the heater. 

We are more inclined to believe that this is the result 
of the closing of the supply to the boiler in some way, 
which would close all means of expansion for the boiler. 


Bursting of a section has many times resulted from the 
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use of a check valve on the supply pipe, and this may 
be the cause in this instance 

The closing of the stop cock on the boiler supply 
would have the same result, also the freezing of the 
supply pipe. We would advise looking over the supply 
piping for such conditions as we name 

In Fig. -. we show connections which would bye prefet 
able to those of Fig. 1. 

If a branch can be taken to some fixture above. as 


indicated in Fig. 2, this would relieve the air-lock

“Such specifications shall be drawn so as to permit 
separate and independent bidding upon each of the 
classes of work mentioned in the sub-divisions previously 
noted, and all contracts hereafter awarded by any coun- 
ty, city or town, or a department, board, commission or 
commissioner or officer thereof, for the construction or 
alteration of a building or any part thereof, shall be 
awarded separately to responsible and reliable persons, 
firms or corporations.

FAVORS PLACING PLUMBING AND HEATING 
CONTRACTS DIRECT. 

fhat a majority of the architects and engineers 
(Greater Boston favor placing plumbing and heating con 
tracts direct rather than including them in the general 
contract is indicated by letters received by Secretary Will 
iam A. Tucker, of the Master Plumbers Association | 
Boston and Vicinity, in reply to a communication which 
he sent out recently. In his letter Mr. Tucker quoted th: 
resolution passed at the recent annual convention of 
American Institute of Architects, recommending 
direct letting of contracts and asked for an expression 
opinion from the parties addressed. On the first day 
after sending out the letters Mr. Tucker received nin: 
replies, eight of which favored the direct plan and thi 
other merely acknowledging receipt of the communica 
tion. Mr. Tucker's letter read as follows: 

“Dear Sir \We are advised through the secretary 0! 
our National association that at the annual convention of 
the American Institute of Architects held at New Orleans, 
La., December 2, 1913, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

“Resolved, That the American Institute of Architects 
in convention assembled recommends to the members ot 
our profession the adoption of the practice of direct let 
ting of contracts for mechanical equipment, such as heat 
ing apparatus, plumbing and electrical equipment. This 
recommendation is based on the conviction that direct 
letting of contracts as compared with sub-letting through 
general contractors affords the architect more certain se 
lection of competent contractors and more efficient con 
trol of execution of work and thereby insures a higher 
standard of work, and, at the same time, serves more 
equitably the financial interests of both owner and con 
tractor. 

“The adoption of this resolution was brought about by 
the united efforts of our association and that of the Na 
tional Association of Master Steam and Hot Water Fit 
ters, appealing directly to the intelligence and sense | 
justice of the architects. 

“We feel that the wording of this resolution is such 
as to require no explanation and we sincerely hope that 
you will heartily approve the s me, and that in the future 
you will arrange to have contracts for our line of wor} 
let direct and not through the general contractor. 

“We shall esteem it a courtesy if you will kindly a 
knowledge the receipt of this communication and advis' 
us if we may hope for your co-operation in this matte: 
which you will appreciate is of the utmost importance 
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ach and every plumbing and heating 
‘'nited States.
